CHAPTER  OTLXXIIL 

A  farther  supplement  to  the  wt  Mriltied 
“An  art  to  transfer  the  charg*  nml  keep- 
tag  of  the  jail*  nod  cil**"riv  of  the  pna 
oners  in  lint  counties  of  E-*  i  and  1 1  u •  I 
•on,  from  the  Sheriff*  to  the  H  of 
Ch'Wao  Pne  linMer*,  sod  for  the  nil 
ployiuent  of  the  priaonen  and  to  regulate 
their  term  of  service  therein  ”  approved 
February  twaiity-scvciitli,  one  thousand 
sight  Uuudred  and  fifty  aeveu. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gen 
oral  Aaaeinhly  of  the  State  of  New  Jinu-y. 
That  the  custody,  control  and  charge  of  the 
poulk-nti-ry  known  a*  the  E«cx  county 
penitentiary  .now  in  course  of  erection  in  the 
township  ot  Caldwell,  iutliu  county  of  Ei 
M(.  by  the  board  of  chosen  freeholder-  of 
Mid  county,  and  of  the  prisoner*  that  tnav 
be  confined  therein,  when  const  rue  ted,  shall 
be  in  the  board  of  cboaeu  freeholder*  of 
that  county, and  in  anch  warden*  as  they 
mar  appoint  for  that  purpose;  and  the 
Mid  board  of  choaeo  freeholders  and 'such 
warden,  shall,  in  the  reception,  custody, 
maintenance,  treatment'  and  discharge  ot 
priaonera  he  subject  to  all  the  laws  and 
regulations  to  which  sheriff*  and  their  jail 
ora  are  subject, 

t.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  war 
den  ah  ail  Ire  appointed  as  provided  by  the 
fourth  section  of  the  act  to  which  tin*  Is  •• 
supplement,  and  all  the  provisions  of  said 
arction  are  hereby  utadu.applicable  to  the 
warden  so  appointed. 

8.  And  1ms  it  enacted,  That  the  aaid.'pcn 
itt-nti  try  and  the  workhouse  which  may 
be  established  in  connection  ’tlu^h-witli  or 
as  a  part  thereof  or  Vi)  much  tnereol  as 
ah  dl  be  ao  declared  by  said  boar  i  of  dm 
aen  freeholders,  shall  be ,  deemed  to  U-  ,< 
part  of  i  he  common  j  ul  ol  said  rfouuty  of 
Essex,  and  the  said  warden  shall  be  the 
waster  of  the  arid  workhouse,  a  d  subject 
to  the  regulations  prescribed  byj*  lid  board 
ah  ail  have  the  charge  and  custody  ol  all 
persons  committed  to  *nd  confined  in 
Mid  penitentiary  at  hard  lab  >r,  or  tiansfei. 
red  thereto  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 
the  siMh  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  i- 
•  further  supplement  is  hereby  extended 
and  made  applicable  thereto. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted, ‘Thlt^iid  warden 
•hall  keep  at  such  work  an  l  Tabor  as  they 
are  able  to  perform,  in  said  penitentiary  or 
workhouse,  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  auli 
lectio  the  regulations  preacrilied  by  aaid 
board,  during  their  continuance  in  cus 
tody,  all  persons  sentenced  by  any  court 
or  tribunal  of  said  courffy,  for  crime  nr 
misdeitteinor,  all  persona  convicted  and 
Committed  under  aud  by  virtue  of  the  m  l 

^  entitled  ’“An  act  to  deacrilie,  apprehend, 
and  punish  disorderly  persons,”  or  the  act 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  suppressing  of  vice 
and  immorality,”  or  of  any  sup|>1eineiit  to 
either  of  said  acta,  and  all  persous  cooric 
ted  and  sentenced  to  jail  imprisonment  lor 
the  violation  of  any  uiunicipd  ordinance*, 
and  such  otner  persons  as  are  or  mav  Ik- 
directed  to  be  employed  at  work  in  the 
workhouse  In  the  several  counties  of  this 
•tate. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted.  It  shall  lie  lawful 
for  the  court  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  gen¬ 
eral  jiil  delivery,  and  the  court  of  generul 
or  special  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  in 
and  for  the  county  of  Ess  x,  in  all  caws 
where  sny  person  shill  be  convicted  in 
either  of  said  courts,  of  “any  nffmee  pnn- 
ishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  pris 
on,  if  in  the  discretion  of  said  court,  it 
■hall  be  deemed  advisable,  to  adjudge 
that  such  person  be  confined  at  hard  labor 
in  the  said  penitentiary  for  any  length  of 
time  not  exceeding  eighteen  months,  for 
Which  atich  person  might,  for  auch  offence 
bare  been  sentenced  to  the  state  prison  ; 
and  such  person  so  sentenced  shall  lie 
transported  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county, 
or  by  his  lawful  deputy,  to  the  said  pent 
tefltiary,  at  the  exp  mse  of  the  county  at 
rates  to  be  adjuated  and  regulated  by  said 
board  from  time  to  time,  and  to  lie  paid  on 
the  certificate  anrt  order  of  said  warden  ; 
which  person  so  transported  to  said  peni- 
teutiary,  shall  there  »e  delivered  into  the 
custody  of  said  warden,  together  with  u 
copy  ot  the  senteuce  of  the  court  ordering 
such  punishment,  and  ot  the  taxed  bill  ol 
costs  ol  prosucurion  against  such  person, 
certified  under  the  hand  and  otilcial  seal 
of  the  clerk  ol  such  court ;  and  said  per 
■on  so  delivered  to  said  warden,  shall  I*- 
RnMy  kept  in  said  penitentiary  until  th 
time  of  his  or  her  confinement  shall  have 
expired  and  the  linn  or  fine*  and  costs  ol 
proeecutioa  and  transportation  shall  have 
been  paid  or  worked  out,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  or  until  discharged  by  due 
course  of  law. 

fi.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  director 
of  and  board,  or  the  chairman  of  the  jail 
couimittoe  thereof,  shall  h  ive  power  to  ex 
amine,  under  »*th  or  affirmation,  any  per- 
•on  or  persona,  relative  to  any  abuse  or 
breach  of  duty  on  the  part  of  any  officer  or 
•nipbiyee  of  said  penitentiary,  or  to  any 
matter  or  thing  pertaining  to  said  peniten 
tiary. 

7.  And  bn  it  enacted.  That  the  said 
board  may  allow  any  offender  committed 
to. said  penitentiary  to  work  out  any  linn 
or  fines  and  costs  o<  piosccution.  and 
transportation,  after  lie  shall  have  served 
his  or  her  full  term  of  confinement;  and  in 
Commuting  fines  and  costs  of  prosecution 
and  transportation  ia  au-  h  cores,  there  may 
bo  erwdi  tod  to  eaoh  off  ndt-r  *t»eh  stmt  per 
day  for  each  sad  svery  day  he  or  she  shall 
actually  be  engaged  in  work  aoaignrd  to 
him  or  her,  after  serving  his  or  her  term  of 
impriaoninent,  sj  Mid  board

tenom  Ui  hard  labor  and  imprisonment  In 
^|he  common  jail  or  workhouse  of  said 
county  •hall  lie  construed  to  apply  yith 
to  thu  county  jail  or  workhouse  in  the  city 
oi  Newark,  or  to  the  said  penitentiary  or 
workhouse  in  the  said  township  of  Cald¬ 
well,  and  sny  person  sentenced  to  or  con 
fined  in  either  one  may  be  committed  or 
transferred  to  the  other,  whenever  the  Mid 
board  mry  deem  it  expedient.

1  B  •  It  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gon¬ 
er  I  AwM-mbly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
That  It  »hall  not  lie  lawlul  for  the  town-hip 
committee  of  aaid  township  of  Montclair, 
in  the  county  of  E-sex,  to  take  any  action 
upon  any  petition  lor  the  macadamizing, 
or  other  improvement,  of  any  public  road 
or  roads,  or  any  par*  or  parts  thereof,  in 
pmuianre  of  the  tint  section  of  the  act  to 
which  this  act  i»  a  supplement,  unless  »uch 
petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  more  than  three  filth*  (the  same 
ocing  measured  by  lineal  feet.)  of  the  land* 
lying  upon  •  iid  road  or  road*  or  sail  part 
or  p  irt*  thereof. 

That  all  acts  and 
parts  ol  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
shall  la-  and  the  sAine  arc  hereby  repeated, 
and  that  *'  is  net  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  public  act,  and  shall  take  effect  im me¬ 
diately.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  ot  the  Slate  of  New  Jersey, 
That  in  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties 
already  belonging  to  the  townslop  com 
mittee  of  Montclair,  the  Mid  committee

ind  in  tv  employ  and  Compensate  a  town 
slop  physician,  aud  exercise  such  p-ovets 
is  a  board  of  health,  as  may  necessari 
■T  advisable  for  tile  public  good,  'lley  arc 
dso  hereby  authorized  by  s  majority  vote 
ol  their  whole  number'  to  pass  and  adopt 
all  necessary  ordinances  to  abate  and  re¬ 
move  nuisance  Irom  the  streets  and  public- 
places  of  Itie  said  township,  including  the 
reutov  d  ofsuow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks 
and  to  declare  and  define  what  are  nuis¬ 
ances,  ami  to  provide  for  the  enforcement 
-if  all  such  ordinances  by  presciibiag  aud 
••nfbrreing  a  penalty  or  penalties  for  ttreir 
violation;  and  the  said  penalties  may  lie 
collected  with  costs,  in  aa  action  ot  debt, 
to  lie  brought  by  the  said  committee  in  the 
corporate  name  oi  the  township,  and  lor 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  )>«!or 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of 
E-SeX.
